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Feature  of  Issue:    NORTH  EUROPEAN  MARKETS  IN  NOVEMBER 
THE  WORLD  HTHE AT  CROP 

Reports  to  date  indicate  that  the  1926  world's  wheat  crop  outside  of 
Russia  and  China  is  only  about  35,000,000  bushels  or  1.1  per  cent  greater 
than  last  year.     The  total  of  estinates  to  date  amounts  to  3,290,000,000 
bushels  against  3,263,000,000  bushels  last  year.    The  estinates  of  several 
countries  are  still  subject  to  change,  but  are  not  likely  to  :e  changed  so 
much  as  to  affect  materially  the  general  situation.    This  statement  super- 
sedes that  which  appears  in  Par.  1,  page  863. 

Recent  revisions  in  the  estinates  of  production  in  the  United  States 
and  Germany  have  reduced  the  Northern  Hemisphere  estimate  by  about  24,000,000 
bushels.    The  larger  crops  now  being  harvested  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere, 
however,  are  making  up  for  deficiencies  in  some  of  the  northern  wheat  crc^s. 
This  year's  world  wheat  crop  is  slightly  above  the  normal  for  post-war  con- 
ditions.    It  maintains  the  upward  trend  in  production,  but  does  not  equal  the 
unusually  large  crop  of  1923.    The  distribution  of  this  year's  croo,  however, 
is  quite  different  from  that  of  last  year.     Importing  countries  have  oroduced 
about  150,000,000  bushels  less  and  exporting  countries  about  135,000,000 
bushels  more  than  last  year.     The  difference  in  distribution  of  the  1926 
crops  is  significant  in  relation  to  the  marketing  of  wheat.    This  distribu- 
tion requires  more  international  trade : in  wheat  and  flour  than  last  year  and 
is  an  important  factor  in  the  world  market  situation 


current  market  conditions 

Hogs  at  Derlin  registered  further  orice  gains  during  the  week  ended 
December  22,  while  lard  at  Hamburg  again  declined,  reaching  a  record  low 
point  for  the  last  2  years.    Prices  of  the  two  commodities  mentioned  have 
been  moving  m  opposite  directions  for  the  last  3  weeks.    No  report  on  the 
Liverpool  bacon  market  haa  been  received,  probably  on  account  of  the  holiday 
period.

United  States  wheat  estimate  reduces  world  crop 

The  1926  world  wheat  crop  estimate- has  "been  reduced  slightly  "by 
the  reduction  of  7,513,000  bushels 'in  the  estimate  for  the  United  States 
crop.    No  other  changes  or  new  estimates  have  been  reported  during  the 
week.    The  totoal  for  all  countries  reporting  is  now  3, 3lU, 601,000  bushels,, 
which  is  1.6  per  cent  above  the  total  for  the  same  countries  in  1925. 
Moderate  rainfall  in  southeastern  Australia  interrupted  harvesting  in 
places  during  the  week  ending  December  20.

Rye  acreage  is  estimated  at  3,579,000  ' 
acres  compared  with- 3, 513,000  acres  harvested  in  1926.    The  condition  of  the 
United  States  winter  wheat  crop  on  December.  1  was  81. 8  per  cent  against  82.6 
on  December  1,  1925  and  81.0  in  132k.    The  condition  of  the  rye  crop  was 
Sb.3  per  cent  compared  with  83.8  per  cent  last  year  and  37.3  in  The  • 

weather  m  Hungary  during  the  second  ten  days,  of  December  was  favorable  for

Receipts  at  country  elevators  and  platform  loadings  in  the  'Western 
division  of  Canada  this  season  have  amounted  to  2^9,000,000  bushels  as  com- 
pared with  270,000,000  last  .year.    The  receipts  and  shipments  at  Fort 
William-Port  Arthur  have  been  declining  for  the  last  bliree  creeks  much  more 

5??SX  the  Same  period  last  year-    Up  to  December  17,  only 

lbf.000,000  bushels  had  been  received  as  compared  with '186,000,000  last 
year,  and  only  15S,600,.Q00  had- been  shipped  out  as  compared  with  178,1*00,000 
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last  year.    V/ith  the  Great  Lakes  navigation  closed,  it  seems  unlikely  that 
much  more  wheat  will  he  shipped  "before  spring. 

Receipts  and  shipments  at  Vancouver  for  the  last  two  weeks  have 
been  a  little  larger  than  for  the  same  weeks  last  year,  but  the  total  move- 
ment since  August  1  has  not  been  so  great.    The  stocks  in  store  in  the 
TTestern  Division  on  December  17  were  7U, 000,000  as  compared  with  73,000,000 
last  year.    THiile  the  total  amount  in  store  was  about  the  same,  the  higher 
grades  have  been  disappearing  and  the  lower  grade  wheat  is  now  more  abundant, 

Russia 

Exports  of  wheat  from  Russia  through  the  Bosporus  from  August  1  to 
December  17  have  been  18,900,000  bushels  as  compared  with  a  little  more  than 
12,000,000  last  year.     For  the  last  week,  however,  the  exports  have  been 
smaller  than  for  any  week  since  October  15- 

Southern  Hemisphere  and  India. 

Exports  of  wheat  from  Argentina  for  the  week  of  December  17  *ere 
nearly  600,000  bushels,  one  of  the  largest  amounts  exported  during  the  sea- 
son.     ExportB  for  the  week  from  Australia  were  280,000  bhshels,  while  ex- 
ports from  British  India  have  been  almost  negligible. 

The  price  of  wheat  and  rye 

The  average  price  of  all  clases  and  grades  of  wheat  at  five  markets 
in  the  week  ending  December  17  was  133  cents,  1  cent  below  the  average  of 
the  previous  week  and  27  cents  below  the  average  for  the  corresponding  week 
last  year.    The  low  point  was  reached  about  the  middle  of  the  week  and  the 
price  at  the  end  of  the  week  was  higher  than  the  average.     In  general  the 
market  has  continued  firm  since  the  17th.    May  futures  at  Chicago  continue 
to  fluctuate  around  lUo  cents  per  bushel  and  July  futures  around  132.  Cash 
prices  for  Durum  wheat  at  Minneapolis  were  an  exception  to  the  rule,  aver- 
aging 173  cents  for  the  week  as  compared  with  172  the  previous  week,  and 
152  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year,;    Rye  prices  also  declined,  No.  2 
at  Chicago  averaging  9U  cents,  which  is  only  6  cents  below  last  year;  where- 
as No.  2  hard  winter  wheat  was  32  cents  below. 

FEED  GRAINS 


United  States  estimates  for  the  1926  harvest  have  been  reduced  in 
the  case  of  each  of  the  feed  grain  .crops,  corn,  oats  and  barley.    No  change 
has  been  reported  in  European  production.     See  summary  tables,  page  880 
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The  weather  in  Argentina  during  the  week  ending  December  20  has  been 
generally  favorable' to  corn,  which  had  been  deficient  early  in  the  season. 
Rainfall  was  about  0.6  inches  above  normal".    Temperature  averaged  two  degrees 
below  normal,  which,  although  not  distinctly  favorable,  was  not  low  enough 
to  harm  the  crop  and  caused  less  evaporation  than  usual  of  the  needed  moisture. 

The  price  of  feed  grainsc 

Corn  prices  are  now  on  about  a  level  with  last  year.    The  average  price 
at  five  markets  in  the  week  ending  December  17  was  68  cents,  one  cent  below 
the  average  of  last  week  and  of  the  corresponding  week  last  year.    Oats  prices- 
are  higher,  averaging  45  cents,  which  is  2  cents  higher  than  the  previous  week 
and  5  cents  highe'r  than  a  year  ago.    This  rise  is  in  sympathy  with  higher 
prices  in  Winnipeg,  which  were  7  cents  above  last  year.    Barley  averaged  66 
cents,  a  cent  higher  than  last  week,  and  flaxseed  226  cents,  a  cent  higher 
than  last  week  but  23  cents  under  a  year  ago. 


RICE 

In  the  Hanking  consular  district  of  China.,  the  1926  rice  crop  is'esti-     .,.  j 
mated  at  about  90  per  cent  of  normal.    This  year's  acreage  was  considerably 
below  normal,  especially  in  the  upland  regions,  owing  to"  the  droughts  of  last 
spring,  according  to  Consul  Davis  at  Nanking.    Late  planting  and  the  rice  bor- 
er reduced  yields  considerably  in  the  uplands.    The  Nanking  consular  district 
includes  all  of  Anhwei,  the  most  important  surplus  producing  province,  and  ; 
that  part -of  Kiangsu  north  of  the ''Yangtze  river,  with  two  prefectures  to  the 
south.    Kiangsu  is  China's  largest  rice  producing  province,  where  production  ■ 
is  estimated  at  about  .1/7  of  the  total  Chinese  crop.    Earlier  reports .indicated 
that  in  the  leading  producing  areas  other  than  Kiangsu  along  the  Yangtze,, 
prospects  are  not  bright  for  a  good  crop.    Further  south,  in  pukien  and.  Kwang- ' 
tung,  the  outlook  is  reported  as  quite  good.  .  British  Guiana  is  harvesting  a, 
rice  crop  smaller  than  the  average  for  the  last  five  years,  according 'to  Con- 
sul G.  G.  Blake  at  George tovra.    The.  crops  since  1920  have,  averaged  52,465,000 
pounds  of  cleaned  rice.  ' 


COTTON 

In  Egypt  a  bill  for  the  restriction  of  cotton  acreage  during  1927, 
1928  and  1929  has  been  submitted  to  Parliament,  and  has  been  referred  to  a 
special  committee  for  examination. 

Weather  conditions  in  the  central  and  southern  parts  of  the  cotton 
growing'  zone  of  Brazil  were  favorable  during  the  first  10  days  of  November., 
according  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  as  quoted  by  Vice  Consul  Eastin  at 
Rio.    Temperatures  were  slightly  above  normal,  with  light  rains,  which  fav- 
ored the  plantings  in  Sao  Paulo  and  Minas  Geraes.

MORE  LIVESTOCK  IN  MEXICO  IN  1926:    Mexican  livestock  in  1926  show  an. 
increase  over  1925  and  also  over  every  other  year  for  which  estimates  are 
available,  according  to  an  official  census  as  reported  by  Trade  Commissioner 
Warren' under  date  of  December  2,  1926.    According  to  this  1926  estimate, 
cattle  number  5,  121,000,  sheep  2,381,000  and  swine  2,  693,000;    The  large  in- 
crease over  preceding  years  brings  the  number  of  livestock  above  the  census 
for  1902.  .  The  increase  oyer  1925  and  preceding 'years  is  so  large  .that  it 
seems  probahle  that  the  apparent  increase  is  du6  at  least  in  part  to  more 
complete  returns  in  the  1926  census  than  the  others  of  recent 'years ;  to  a 
different  method  of  making  the  census,,, or  soire  cause  other  than  an  actual 
increase  in  the' number  of  livestock.

TURKISH  LIVESTOCX  IN  1326:    Although  the  numbers  of  livestock  in 
European  and  Asiatic  Turkey  have  not  reached  ~>re-war  levels,  they  are  making 
steady  increases,  according  to  available  estimates.    Estimates  of  sheep  and 
goats  for  1:26  and  1325  reported  to  have  been  supplied  by  the  Minister  cf 
Finance  give  the  number  of  sheep  as  12,372,000,  an  increase  of  12  1/2  per 
cent  over  1325,  while  angora  goats  show  an  increase  of  7.3  per  cent  and  other 
goats  9.3  ner  cent,  states  Commercial  Attache  J.  3.  Gillespie  in  a  report 
dated  November  13,  1326.    These  figures  are  compared  with  the  estimated  num- 
ber in"  present  boundaries  in  -ore-war  times  and  in  1323  and  -325  on  page  334. 

LIVESTOCK  NUM2ERS  IN  NORWAY  IN  1326:    All  kinds  of  animals  in  Norway, 
with  the  exception  of  horses,  show  increases  in  1326  compared  with  1325. 
Sheep  on  June  30  numbered  1,535,000  and  cattle  1,200,000,  both  shewing  in- 
creases of  4  per  cent  over  1^25.     Swine,  however,  made  the  greatest  increase 
of  20  per.  cent  to  303, OCO.     See  page  034. 


FOREIGN  3UT7ER  DEPRESSES  DOMESTIC  MARKET 

Under  the  influence  of  foreign  offerings,  domestic  butter  prices  at 
New  York  dropped  4  cents  during  the  week  ended  December  22,  despite  the 
strong  position  as  affecting  both  domestic  supply  and  demand.    The  price  level 
in  leading  foreign  markets  was  lower  by  half  again  as  Each  as  the  United 
States  import  duty  of  12  cents.    The  domestic  markets,  therefore,  w*?e  very 
sensitive  and  the  arrival  during  the  week  of  nearly  1,000,000  pounds  of  New 
Zealand  butter  had  the  effect  of  reducing  the  margin  of  domestic  over  foreign 
prices.    On  December  22,  Copenhagen  quoted  the  eouivalent  of  33.3  cents  against 
52.0  cents  on  32  score  in  New  York,  whereas  a  week  earlier  the  Copenhagen 
figare  had  beon  37.2  against  55.0  for  New  York.    The  3ureau's  New  York  office 
reports  that  the  decline  is  checking  interest  in  foreign  offerings.    New  Zea- 
land =»nd  Danish  butters  were  quoted  c.i.f .  in  New  York  on  December  22  at  30  - 
33  1/2  cents.     See  trices  on  page  037. 


FRUIT,    V  B  G.E.  T  A.B  L  E.  S    aND  NUTS 


THE  3RITISH  APPLE  MARKET :    Prices  for  American  apples  on  the  Liver- 

pool market  on  December  22  showed  a  weakening  from  the  quotations  of  the  pre- 
vious week,  according  to  Mr .  Eclwin  Smith,  the  Department's  fruit  specialist  in 
Europe.    Virginia  York  Imperials  in  good  condition  brought  $5.35  per  barrel  as 
compared  with  a  range  of  i?4.50  to  05.47  for  the  auction  of  Docember  15.  Of 
the  boxed  varieties  the  best  prices  wore  realized  by  Washington  Winesaps  and 
Oregon  Delicious.    There  were  only  light  supplies  of  American  barreled  apples 
and  the  supplies  of  boxed  apples  were  moderate  at  the  British  auctions.  Stocks 
in  the  hands  of  jobbers  and  retailers,  however,  were  heavy  and  the  market  was 
weak  on  both  dessert  and  cooking  apples. 
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JAPANESE  OMiOS  IN  CANADA:    Large  supplies  of  Japanese  oranges  have 
recently  been  received  in  Canada,  according  to  Consul  E.  3.  S.  Johnson  at 
r^agsfcem, :  0»0©»io.  •'  These  oranges  are  landed  at  Vancouver  and  are  distrib- 
uted in  carload  lots  to  different  points  in  Canada.    Consul  Johnson  states 
that  three  carloads  arrived  in  Ontario  during  the  week  ended  December  11 
and  constituted  the  first  shipment  of  any  size  to  be  received  east  of  port 
William.  •  The  '  Japanese  orange  corresponds  to  what  is  known  in  the  United  ;■ 
States- as- the  tangerine ,- states  Consul  Johnson.    The  fruit  is  small  in  size; 
sweet  and  almost  seedless.    A  case  of  this  fruit  holding  80  or  more  oranges 
sells  for  $2.00-'  to  $2.25. 

THE  RUMANIAN  WALNUT'  SITUATION:    The  walnut  crop  of  Rumania  for  1926 
will  not-- exceed  33,000,000  pounds,  according  to  reliable  trade  reports, 
states  Vice  Consul  G.  c.  Arnold  at  Bucharest  ,  in  a  report  dated.  November 
26,  1926.    Since  the  estimated  consumption  of  walnuts  in  Rumania  is  about 
7,000,000  pounds,  this  would  leave  about  25,000,000  pounds  -of  walnuts  for 
export.    The  carryover  from  the -1925  crop  was  fairly' large  this  year  as 'is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  520,500  pounds  of  unshelled  walnuts  of  the  1925 
crop  were  exported  after  October  10  this  year  and  coincident  with  the  first 
shipments  of  the  1926  crop.    Prices  at; the  beginning  of  the  present  season 
varied  from  3.8  to  4.7  cents  per  pound.    Prices  soon  rose,  however,  upon 
assurance  of  a  firm  demand  from  abroad  and  early  in  October  were  cuoted  at 
5.2  to^5.7  cents  per  pound.    In  the  latter 'part' of  November  it  was  practi- 
cally impossible  to  find  walnuts  on  the  farms  and  the  few  available  were 
quoted  at  7.7  cents  per  pound. 


IMPROVEMENT  EVIDENT  IN  EUROPEAN  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

Economic  conditions  in  most  of  the  important  European  markets  showed' 
considerable  improvement  in  November  and  the  first  part  of  December  than  in 
preceding  months,  according  to  reports  received  in  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture from  the  Department  of  Com-erce  and  other  sources.    A  noteworthy 
exception  is  to  be  found  in  the  case  of  France,,  where  the  improvement  of  - 
the. franc  has  slowed  up  industrial  activity.    The  ending  of  the  coal  dead- 
lock in  Great  Britain  has  been  of  benefit  to  British^ industry  and  there  is- 
more  confidence  in  the  business  outlook:  in  that "  country.    In  Germany  all 
indexes  point  toward  an  upward  movement  in  business,'  states  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Haas  at  Berlin.    In  most  countries  an  improvement  in  the  activ- 
ity of  "Che  textile  industry  is  to  be  noted  and  as  a  result  the  consumption 
of  cotton  is  expected  to  increase. 
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IMPROVEMENT  EVIDENT  II"  EUROPEAN  IUBKBE  CONDITIONS ,  CONT'D 
Great  Britain 

The  termination  of  the  coal  deadlock  in  the  latter  part  of  November 
greatly  relieved  British  industry  and  trade,  according  to  reports  received 
in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  from  the  Department  of  Commerce.  The 
price  of  coal  is  Dot  yet  stabilized,  however,  and  industrial  establishments 
are  refraining  fr;m  purchasing  coal  in  large  quantities.    The  low  price  of 
raw  cotton  and  expectation  of  a  better  demand  for  cloth  has  made  the  cotton 
industry  more  optimistic.    The  American  section  of  the  Lancashire  cotton 
mills  went  on  a  35  hour  week  on  December  6,  as  compared  with  the  previous 
2h  hour  basis,  and  are  now  free  to  operate  on  a  full-time  basis,  nool 
spinners  are  busy  in  3radford  and  there  are  signs  of  expansion  in  the  piece 
goods  trade,  according  to  Consul  Thompson  at  Bradford,    The  Liverpool  apple 
market  on  December  15  was  firm  on  cooking  varieties  but  weak  on  dessert 
apples,  according  to  Vir.  Edwin  Smith,  fruit  specialist  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture"  in  Europe. 

Germany 

The  German  industrial  situation  continued  to  improve  during  November, 
according  to  cable  advices  from  the  acting  commercial  attache  at  Berlin. 
The  cotton  mills  are  now  working  full  time  and  the  knitting  mills  also  report 
improvement.    The  opinion  prevails  in  Germany  that  an  upward  swing  in  busi- 
ness is  now  under  way,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  G.  C.    Haas  at 
Berlin.    All  business  indexes  have  recorded  an  upward  movement  since  about 
August  15.     Industrial  production  in  general  is  increasing  while  commercial 
failures  are  decreasing.    '.Then  the  seasonal  variation  is  eliminated  it  is 
found  that  unemployment  also  is  decreasing,  states  Mr.  Haas. 

The  Netherlands 

Business  conditions  in  the  Netherlands  remain  satisfactory  and  the 
industrial  situation  is  generally  encouraging.    Cotton  sales  have  been  slow 
but  the  general  belief  is  that  prices  have  reached  their  lowest  levels  ana 
that  mills  will  soon  begin  to  replenish  their  stocks.     Imports  of  American 
grain  and  flour,  though  showing  an  improvement  so  far  this  year  over  last 
year,  have  lately  been  adversely  affected  by  the  high  freight  rates.  The 
very  recent  decline  in  rates  has  also  prompted  buyers  to  withhold  purchases 
in  anticipation  of  still  lower  rates.    Stocks  of  fresh  meat  which  accumu- 
lated as  a    result  of  the  British  embargo  are  now  being  cleared,  following 
increased  salting  and  smoking  for  export  to  England  and  Germany. 

Poland 

The  financial  situation  in  Poland  continued  to  improve  during  Noveor 
ber  and  the  first  half  of  December.     It  seems  certain  that  the  year  I926 
will  show  a  surplus  for  the  Government  budget  which  will  be  the  first  time 
that  the  revenues  have  exceeded  expenditures  since  the  restoration  of  the 
Polish  State.    The  acute  money  short3ge  from  which  the  country  has  suffered 
for  the  past  two  years  has  relaxed  considerably  during  recent  ■weeks.  Activ- 
ity in  the  mining  and  metallurgical  industries  is  on  the  increase  but  the

textile  industry  in  general,  and  the  cotton  manufacturing  "branch  in  particu- 
lar, have  slowed  down  considerably  since  the  middle  of  November.    Exports  of 
grain  were  markedly  lower  during "October  and  November  than  in  the  corres- 
ponding months  last'  year,  while  the  •  importation  of  wheat  and  rye  which  began 
in  September  has  been  increasing. 

Prance 

The  recovery  of  the  franc  has  resulted  in  a  considerable  decline  in 
industrial  activity  as  compared  with  the  situation  while  the  currency  was 
depreciating.     The  improvement  of  the  franc  has  brought  about  a  critical 
situation  in  the  textile  industry.    An  indication  of  this  situation  is  af- 
forded by  reports  that  French  demand  for  wool  at  the  principal  auctions  has 
shown  a  noticeable  decline. 

Belgium 

Stabilization  of  the  currency  does  not  seem  to  have  affected  Belgium 
as  adversely  as  in  the  case  of  France.    There  has  been  some  slackening  of 
the  intense  activity  which  has  prevailed  in  the  heavy  industries  in  Belgium 
but  the  general  tone  of  business  is  optimistic.    Retail  trade  is  somewhat 
slower  and  imports  are  lower,  but  rather  through  caution  than  necessity.  .  .. 
The  cement  and  plate  glass  industries  axe  booming  while  the  textile  and 
leather  industries  are  moderately  active. 

The  marked  activity  which  characterized  the  Belgian  grain  market  in... 
October  was  not  maintained  in  November.    During  the  first  two  weeks  in 
November  the  demand  for  wheat  slackened  but  during  the  third  week  it  be- 
came firm.    Heavy  arrivals  of  corn  about  the  middle  of  last  month  resulted 
in  a  drop  in  prices  but  the  demand  was  strong.    The  barley'  market  remained  ,'■  > 
firm  until  the  third  week  in  November,  when  there  was  a  distinct  weakening  •• 
in  demand,  particularly  for  futures.    Offers  of  barley  from  America  were 
made  at  much  lower  quotations,  and  Danubian  also  declined  slightly. 

Scandinavian  countries 

There  is  a  tendency  toward  increased  stability  in  Danish  economic 
affairs  and  a  slow  improvement  is  looked  for  during  the  early  part  of  1927. 
A  favorable  factor  in  the  situation  was  an  agreement  between  employers  and  . 
workers  which  was  reached  in  the  latter  part  of  November  and  provides  for 
a  three  to  five  per  cent  reduction  in  the  wages  of  certain  classes  of  work- 
ers, particularly  in  the  iron  and  steel  industry.    The  agreement  extends  to  . 
February,  1929.    In  spite  of  this  favorable  influence,  however,  unemployment 
continues  to  increase  and  industrial  activity  remains  very  low  in  Denmark. 

The  principal  feature  of  the  Norwegian  situation  has  been  the  ap- 
preciation of  the  crown.    The  latest  appreciation  is  said  to  have  been 
largely  due  to  foreign  speculation,  but  two  factors  which  have-played  an 
important'  part  in  forcing  the  croxvn  up  during  the  past  year  have  been  the 
marked  reduction  in  the  excess  of  imports  over  exports  and  the  increased 
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earnings  of  the  merchant  fleet  as  a  result  of  the  British  coal  strike.  In 
general,  the  economic  conditions  cont*.nuj  uneatl3f actory. 

General  conditions  in  the  export  indur tries  in  Sweden  are  quite  sat- 
isfactory.   A  considerable  part  of  the  production  of  the  lumber  and  pulp 
industries  for  1927  has  already  been  3ci.vL    As  a  result  of  the  su'jpoasion  of 
the  sugar  beet  industry  in  southern  Sweden,  sugar  imports  have  been  large. 

Italy 

The  general  industrial  situation  in  Italy  is  somewhat  spotty,  with 
the  iron  and  steel  industries  making  a  good  shoring,  rhi?.e  activity  in  the 
automotive  and  textile  trades  has  declined.    jRe^ail  prices  cen«j?;ae  -very 
higr.  in  sp?  te  of  the  fall  in  wholesal  :■  indexes,  ,  .Wages,  however,  are  at  the 
highest  levels  ever  reached.    Satisfactory  progress  has .heen  made  in  the 
disposition  of  the  5  per  cent  loan  which  is  to  be  used  in  the  consolidation 
of  the  internal  debt. 

Sfiain 

The  Spanish  situation  showed  slow  improvement  during  November  but 
the  recoeery  from  summer  dullness  has  net  been  u;c  tc  expectations*  The 
general  industrial  situation  is  somewhat  below  normal*    The  chief  sources 
of  ccmplaint  are  the  textile  manufacturers  in  the  Barcelona  district  and 
the  mine  operators  at  Bilbao.    Buying  for  immediate 'nt>eds  only  prevails  in 
the  Lercoile  industry. 

Av sj.riaand  Czechoslovakia 

The  month  of  November  was  characterized  by  increased  buying  in 
Austria,  both  for  domestic  consumption  and  for  expoi  t  of  cottcrV,  wool, 
textiles,  shoes,  leather,  electrical  equipment  and  iron  and  Steele  semi- 
manufactures.   This  activity. has  improved  the  industrial  as  well  as  the 
trade  outlook  but  a  shortage  of  ready  cash  and  difficulties-- in  making  col- 
lections greatly  hamper  the  full  development  of  +h: ;  movement.  Seasonal 
improvement  was  noted  during  November  in  Czechoslovakia  in  the  cotton,  jute 
stesle,  glass  and  leather  industries.
